Canada pays out more money 
for imported mineral products 
than she.receives from her mine 
«|than she receives from , her 
mines, The'Value of the miner- 
al prodyction for the calendar 
years 1913, 1914 and 915, was 
$145,600,000, $128,865,000 and 
$137,100,000 respectively. ‘The 

impdcts of products of the mine 
“land manufactures of mine pro- 
ducts’ for thé same years were 
Valued at $259,300,000, $181,- 
676,000 and $146,324,000. As 
the imports also includes’ manu- 
cactured, or partly manufactur- 
ed products, they are much more 
valuable than the minerals we 
produce. If, howevef, Canadian 
minerals were turned into man- 
ufactured products in Canada, 
the present trade balance in 
mineraJs would be reversed. 

It is only fair, though, to 
point out that Canada i8 under 
serious disadvantages in the 
matter of manufacturing. The 
relatively small_and scattered.
